A t'fiW jears ago a favorite topic of discussion 


in editorial columns, "letters to the editor," etc, 
was, "Has the cost of living advanced"' Then the 
question assumed another form— 'Why has the 
cost of living advanced*"—and since the vaunted 
tariff nmsion failed to give relief the discussion 
is raging with renewed Vigor, but now the ques- 
tion is, "Will the cost of living ever stop advanc- 
ing, and when?" 


This is a subject concerning wn.ich the number 


«f different opinion, almost coincides with the 
number of people that hold them. Every individual 
one meets on the street can explain off-hand why 
the cost of living has advanced from twenty-five 
to seventy-five per cent in the law fifteen years, 
out the unsatisfactory feature ot the ca«e is that 
there is not sufficient agreement to justify any of 
the reasons as final. 


The- tariff, the trusts, the Increased output of 


gold, the increased home consumption due to larger 
population these are the explanations most often 
given. 
Economist, and scientists and statesmen 


have looked wise and written ponderously con- 
cerning the Increased cost of living, but when all 
is said and done, about ail we know is the vital 
fact with which we started out; namely, that the 
cost of the nece,»niC8 of life has mounted so high 
in recent years that it h«s far outstripped the 
simultaneous increase in earning.. 


A few day. ago eight well-k-*ewn American 


economists gave the public their explanations of 
this condition, and K Is worthy of note that their 
views differed as widely as would those of almost 
any other eight men selected a( random. Five of 
them put the principal blame on the Increased goU 
supply with iUr consequent lessenings of the pur- 
chasing power of money. Them five economist* 
were Prof. Irving Fisher of Tale, Prof. Frank 
Tausslg of Harvard, Prof. Frank J. Goodnow jf 
Columbia, prof. Davis h. Dewey of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, and in of. J. R. 
Kennedy of the University of Illinois. Prof. Simon 
N. Patten thinks that the question of gold supply 
hag nothing to do- ?Utt» u. Prof, J. Lawrence 
Laughlin of the University of Chicago blames the 
trusts, and Prof. John B. dark of Columbia thinks 
that the exhaustion of natural resources Is respon- 
sible.

When the Index for the United States

This Is a <i-e*t 
labor, and largely account, for the de- 
lay in the appearance of the volumes 
of the finished index. As there are 
hundreds of tbon-«nd« of entries to be 
classified properly, and a great deal 
of careful( editing to be done, the won- 
der I. that the printed volumes are not 
even more tardy in their appearance. 
Furthermore, some of the regional bu- 
reaus are inclined to be alow in getting 
up their indexes, which seriously de- 
lays the central bureau in its work. 


Cost. $85 a Bet 


The third task is the printing. To 


publish 17 volumes a year, containing 
U.OOO pages of matter where accuracy 
ds the first essential, is a tart worthy 
of the i best printer.

the scientists who are ever adding to 
the world', wealth seldom accumulate 
much money for themselves, and nwny 


f them find the price prohibitive. The 
sponsors of the catalopue have been 
anxious to lower the,price, but they 
have not succeedtf in doing so up to 
thin time. However, the,? are stitt 
hoping and praying t*»t •oute philan- 
thropic person will endow the work, 
so that the catalogue may be more 
widely distributed and hence of more 
general use, 


The catalogue has been running since 


1900. 
The regional bureaus are pro- 


vided for by governmental appropria- 
tion. Some of the nations, among them 
our own, are inclined to be penurious 
when providing for their bumus. To 
conduct the work propeily, the •Smith- 
sonian authorities estimate that they 
should have, an approprl-tton of flMM 
a year. Yet Confess, readily giving a 
150,000 appropriation to make Shallow 
Bottom creek navigable, make, a *ry 
face when It gives only $6,000 to the 
support of the United States regional 
bureau. But lor volunteer work by pa- 
triotic scientists America would be un- 
able to make a creditable showing. 


The failure of the project through 


Improper financial support would be 
farther reaching than the catalogue 
itself. The eyw of the blbllc.i4pb.lc 
world are upon it, and if It succeeds 
other interests may be heartened to 
undertake similar cataloguts. Histo- 
rians ate yearning f«* a world-cata- 
logue of history, literary authorities 
desire an international catalogue of 
literature, and .octyU so^ntists are 
eageV to possess a catalogue digest of 
all the uplift literature In existence. 
Failure of the International Catalogue 
of Scientific iterature would serve to 
shrivel the hopes of those who would 
apply Its principles elsewhere. 


Is an America* Idea. 


While the catalogue was established 


in London, through English influence 
and the call of Queen Victoria, H was 
lu 186$ that the Smithsonian institu- 
tion first suggested that some such 
work ought to be published. Later the 
Royal Society of England took up'the 
matter and compiled a catalogue of the 
literature on acientific subjects up to 
1813. The growing volume of current 
literature made it impossible for one 
organization to continue the work, and 
the Royal Society, through the English 
government, convoked a convention of 


•aphers to consider the Advitv 


billty of International co-operation in 
continuing the project. This conven- 
tion was followed by two others, held 
in London in 18*8 and 1900, when the 
present scheme was thoroughly planned 
and formally launched. 


The plan of governing the prepara- 


tion and issuance of the catalogue is 


carefully wrought. The govern- 


ing body to the International conven- 
tion, consisting of not more than three 
delegates from each body that main- 
tains a regional •bureau. This conven- 
tion assembled In 190t>. and will meet 
again in July of this year. Hereafter 


will meet every 10 years It possesses 


complete control over the whole work, 
and it* decisions shall remain \fi force 
tor 10 years There Is also an intei,.. 
tonal council, which consists of one 
member appointed by each regional bu- 
reau 
This bodv shall have jurisdiction 


ever all matters when the international 


Eton Is not sitting, though all 


Of Its rulings shall be In accordance 
with the regulations adopted by the 
convention. The International council 
meets even' three years in London, and 
at such other times i* the chairman, 
with five other members concurring, 
shall direct. Its particular duties are 
to look after the central bureau.

that 3,39 patleius have been treated. A 
striking feature i» that less than 1 per 
t?fcnt of the money expended came from 
public funds', while reports from other 
states show that as ntucb as «0 per cent 
of the money used is obtained from this 
source. Although Colorado does not ap- 
pear in the list, the legislatures of JS 
states of the Union have made provisions 
for combating the disease. A mortality 
reduction of SO per oent Is stid to be 
shown In various large;cities, where » 
systematic effort Is being made to pre- 
vent the spread of consumption.
